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COMMISSIONERS’ REPORT 


In accordance with the Public Statutes of the State of New 
Hampshire, the Commissioners of Sullivan County submit their 
Annual Report for the year ending December 31, 1928, together 
with the reports of the Superintendent of the County Farm and 
House of Correction, Treasurer, Clerk of the Superior Court, 
Sheriff, S licitor, Chaplain, Physician and Auditors for the 
fiscal year ending December 31, 1928. 

The County Institution at Unity, under the supervision of 
Mr. and Mrs. L. M. Grout as Superintendent and Matron, is in 
a very satisfactory condition. The number at the farm has 
been larger than for several years but with less sickness than 
usual and only four deaths during the year 1928. The cost of 
maintenance has been less by $700 even with the larger num- 
ber taken care of at the institution. The herd of thoroughbred 
Holstein cattle are in fine condition. Their standard of breed- 
ing is a steady growth for the better, which is shown by the 
sales sheet. During the present year we have purchased a 
bull calf of the Dutchland Farm at Brockton, Mass., for future 
use, which is one of the best bred calves available. 

The last County Convention authorized the Commissioners 
to take up the outstanding notes of the County and to issue 
bonds in their stead, which has been done by a properly adver- 
tised sale of $36,000 Sullivan County Bonds, bearing 4 per cent 
rate. These bonds were sold for a premium of $90, in denom- 
inations of $1000 each, and payable $3000 each succeeding year, 
beginning January 1, 1929. This means quite a substantial 
saving of interest to the County. 

The poor away from the farm have been in excess of pre- 
vious years, due to the fact of unavoidable cases. The Over- 
seers in the several towns, as well as the Commissioners, have 
acted in good faith and have done what seemed to be for the 
best of all concerned under the circumstances. 

Henry C. Sanders, Chairman of the County Commissioners 
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for over 25 years, resigned in December, 1928, on account of {ll 
health, and Oliver A. Putnam, Commissioner-elect, was ap- 
pointed to take his place. Mr. Sanders has rendered many years 
of unselfish service and was faithful and untiring in his efforts 
in behalf of the County, and he will be missed by all his as- 
sociates. 

In closing, we wish to extend to Mr. and Mrs. Grout our 
sincere thanks for their interest and kind treatment to the 
people in their. charge; to our herdsman for his interest in his 
work; to the parties in charge of the farm work for the boun- 
tiful crops raised; to the nurse for her kind treatment of the 
sick; and the untiring work of all those connected with the 
institution.
